Curious Problem 
Arises 


JACK ON BOUNDARY STRING 


(By “SEIP”) 

vac most interesting point has 
been submitted to me, which, on 
the face of it, appears to be per- 
fectly simple, but it is a matter 
difficult of settlement, as there is 
no proper authority for an answer 
being given. 

The point at-issue is:—The jack 
has been moved to a position on 
one of the boundary strinzs, neces- 
sitating the playing of bowls into 
the adjoining rink, so that they 
may finish near the jack. 

If a bowl so played should be 
obstructed bya bow! in the ad- 
‘joining rink, is it legitimate for 2 
player to. remove the obstructing 
‘one until. the played bowl has 
passed.and then replace it ia its 
origina! position? 

Nothing In Laws 

The answer wouid appear to be’ 
that such a procedure is perfectly 
in order, ‘but there is nothing in 
the laws of the game to justify the 
action. 

This is a procedure I have fre- 
quently . seen followed in the 
course of.a game, and I suppose it 


: | will. come under the heading “use 


and wont.” The only alternative 
to: avoid such a thing happening 
would be to delay playing the bowl 
until the adjoining rink have com- 
pleted their end. 


Not Favoarable 


Such a procedure, however,: is 
not Likely to find favour, since it 
would have the deterrent effect of 
holding up play. 

The point raised is “only one of 
mauy problems requiring 2 sy- 
stematic revision of the laws of 
the game, in order that they may 
be brought into line with modern 
requirements..
